In  submitting  ny  twelfth  Annual  Report  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified,  Poliomyelitis  cases  were  10  in  number  and  there  was 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases  notified. 
Housing  accommodation  is  again  one  of  our  great  difficulties.  We 
still  have  a  thousand  applicants  on  our  housing  list  but  we  have 
been  able  to  allocate  houses  for  Tuberculosis  cases  so  that  those 
infected  can  have  a  separate  bedroom.  The  notifications  of  Scarlet 
Fever  21,  Whooping  Cough  179  and  Measles  29  represent  the  infectious 
diseases  amongst  children  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is  amongst 
the  under  5  age  group  that  these  diseases  are  most  prevalent. 

I  wish,  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

CHIEF  SANITARY-  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Jfembers  of  the  Leek  Urban  District  Council. 

Mrs.  Oultram  &  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  this,  rry  eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstance  of  the  district,  I  have  followed  the 
suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51, 

Owing  to  the  death  of  the  slaughterhouse  Manager, 

Mr.  F,  Foster,  a  new  Manager  was  appointed,  Mr.  S.  Down,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  record  that  our  relationship  with  the  Manager  and  Staff 
of  the  Government  controlled  Abattoir  have  continued  friendly  and 
we  work  in  the  closest  collaboration.  Elsewhere  will  be  found  the 
number  of  carcases  inspected  and  in  this  connection  I  am 
disappointed  the  Ministry  of  Food  have  not  yet  given  us  permission 
to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  modern  abattoir  which  would  be  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  trade  and  also  the  surrounding  dairy-f  armers  . 
The  official  explanation  ’’that  a  long-term  slaughtering  policy  is 
being  worked  out”,  does  not,  apparently  apply  to  all,  for  a  number 
of  new  abattoirs  have  been  erected  and  one  reads  that  others  are  in 
process  of  erection. 

Considerable  difficulty  and  hardship  has  been 
experienced  in  getting  essential  repairs  done  to  working  class 
property  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  and  the 
inadequate  return  landlords  are  getting  from  property,  owing  to  the 
continuance  in  operation  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  in  their 
present  form.  This,  of  course,  is  not  the  fault  of  the  tenants  and 
we  cannot  expect  tenants  to  continue  paying  rent  for  property  that  Is 
almost  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  unless  something  is  done 
speedily  the  number  of  houses  falling  into  disuse  and  condemned 
under  the  Housing  .Act  will  equal  the  number  of  new  houses  being 
erected.  It  is  therefore  satisfactory  to  note  that  during  the  year 
17  applications  were  made  to  the  Council  for  Improvement  Grants 
under  the  Housing  Act  1949,  chiefly  for  the  provision  of  bathrooms 
and  bedrooms  and  of  these  17  only  one  was  rejected  because  I  could 
not  certify  the  house  would  provide  satisfactory  accommodation  for 
at  least  30  years. 

45  houses  and  2  bungalows  were  completed  and  handed 
over  to  tenants  during  the  year. 

Late  in  the  year  discussions  took  place  with  a  view  to 
opening  a  municipal  caravan  site  on  Ashbourne  Rd,  and  it  is  hoped 
this  will  be  completed  early  in  1952. 

During  the  year,  the  only  common  lodging  house  in  the 
town  was  not  re-registered  as  the  owner  did  not  want  to  continue. 

Up  to  the  time  of  writing,  no  difficulties  have  been  reported  to  me. 

During  July  a  week's  Health  Exhibition  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  County  Council  and  the  Council  for  Health 
Education,  which  was  an  unqualified  success.  All  the  schools 
brought  children  under  rota  and  the  public  also  showed  a  keen 
interest  in  the  various  stands  and  exhibits . 

Another  item  in  the  campaign  for  clean  food  and  worthy 
of  placing  on  record  was  the  distribution  to  all  food  premises  of  a 
card  asking  the  public  not  to  bring  dogs  into  the  shop.  All  the 
shopkeepers  promised  their  full  co-operation. 

Finally;*  Mrs.  Oultram  and  Gentlemen, I  should  again  Hike 
to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
understanding  shown  to  me  at  ail  times  by  the  JVbdical  Officer  of 
Health  and  particularly  do  I  appreciate  and  thank  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  willingness.
